Safety Report

Meade County RECC

The first hatf of 2013 is over. Similar to halftime of a sporting event like a basketbalt or footbatl game, now
is the time to make mid-game adjustments and maybe introduce a few new plays. It is time to refocus on
where we want to be, where we are and how we plan to get there. Sounds like a great time for Second
Quarter Safety Reports.

The attached schedule shows events that happened while we were working on your property. It incLudes
our OSHA recordabtes, the resulting OSHA RIR, At-fault Unintended Outages and Vehicte Accidents. For the
first time we have calculated an At-fautt Outage Incident Rate (AFOIR). Similar to the OSHA incident rate, it
is computed by muttiplying the number of events times 200,000 and dividing the result by the actual hours
worked. It also shows how many safety audits were performed on crews working for you.

Human Performance telts us that we all make mistakes. In order to reduce those mistakes we are
introducing a three-way communication procedure for our critical or higher risk tasks. This procedure
involves people communicating with each other and making sure the action desired is the correct one,
and that alt parties understand the intended actions and consequences. The program involves a training
document as welt as a video demonstrating the process. It wilt take time for this practice to become part of
our culture, but we will get there.

We are also introducing to our employees Weekly Toolbox Talks. We prepared twenty-six brief safety
messages on various topics. Once a week our crews wilt read the topic and then have a discussion regarding
the message. This is a means of keeping safety in everybody’s mind. Next year we will introduce another
fifty-two new topics. If you think of a topic you would like us to add please let us know.

Along with these two new programs we issued a training bulletin on Following Distance and Driving Safety
Refresher. In addition we continue to train all of our employees on the OSHA T&D Power 10 class and our
foremen and above in the OSHA T&D Leadership ctass. Several of our Divisions have held their second round
of PAARS (Peer Audit Assessment Review).

Target Zero sets the bar and we are not there yet. Even when we get there we can’t relax because as I
pointed out last quartet Safety has no off-season. If you have any suggestions please don’t hesitate to tell
us.

The closer you follow behind
the vehicle in front of you, the 10
chances increase that you will
strike them. The points to be s
addressed in this refresher
are not new. Many of the 6
incidents that we review
are things we often discuss,
yet they remain some of the
most common factors in the
vehicle related events we 2

experience. It is important for
you to understand each and 0
apply them to your driving
techniques. While most of
our primary jobs involve
things other than driving, we
are all still professional drivers
and are expected to perform as a professional driver every time we are behind the wheel. When we are taking the time
to deal with driving incidents and damaged equipment, the less profitable we are.

When driving a pickup and not towing anything remember to keep at least a 4 second gap of roadway between you
and the vehicle in front of you. If there is rain, sleet, or snow on the road double the following distance.

Following distance is a matter of math and physics, those laws do not change. Traveling in a vehicle, especially a DOT
class vehicle requires time and distance to stop. A rule of thumb is the larger the vehicle, the longer the distance
required to stop. A 30,000 pounds piece of equipment moving at 65 MPH, will always require hundreds of linear feet
and several seconds to come to a full stop; a passenger size vehicle at the same speed will require much less.

As of May 21St we have already experienced 37 at-fault vehicle incidents in 2073. In
2012 we experienced 66 at-fault vehicle incidents. If the trend this year continues we
will exceed last year’s total.

r Some notable takeaways from the reviewed at-fault incidents are:
• Moving forward, struck vehicle in rear, 1 1YTD (2 foot slipped off brake, 2 misjudgment in distance!

• A vehicle equipped with air brakes takes between one
to two seconds to begin slowing after the pedal is
depressed.

• Combined it will take three to four seconds from
when we recognize the need to slow or stop before
our truck begins to stop.

When configuring your truck set up and storage, be sure to put the most frequently used tools and materials on the
5ide of the truck that will be the furthest away from traffic.

Large trucks and passenger cats share many of the same characteristics, but they are also very different. Cars are more
agile, usually gain speed quicker, have better visibility, and most importantly they can stop in shorter distances. Wemust avoid driving in the same patterns and the same ways as the smaller vehicles on the road with us. Spacing left
between smaller vehicles may be adequate for them to stop in time if necessary, but if the same distances ate applied
between a car and our truck, we usually will not have adequate time to stop.

We must always leave enough space between vehicles to allow for the vehicle in front of ours to make a sudden
stop.

When a spotter is available for backing, be sure to use them. An incident occurred earlier this year involving
a side loader backing up and striking a pickup of ours with an employee in the pickup. Extra attention and
precaution is necessary when backing a vehicle due to the lack of visibility. When using a spotter, be sure
that you and the spotter are on the same page. Discuss and use the 3-way communication process.
